San.-Francisco, June '27.—The 
use of Government, radios for the 
transmission of news to foreign 
countries is to be advocated by 
th .San Francisco Chamber of 
Commerce. This was decided at 
a meeting of the Foreign Trade 
Committee to-day. 


In view of the fact that the As- 
sociated "Press is at the present 
time unable to-inaugurate a ser- 
vice to Manila, sincethe necessary 
transmission facilities by wireless 
are “In control of. the Navy De-. 
partment and.therefore’ could 
not be used commercially, it is 
being suggested to the State and 
Navy Departments that until 
private news “associations are 
afforded adequate service across 
the Pacific, the Government itself 
should undertake this task. : 


The Foreign Trade Department

Noclose 
student of racing will deny that 
a very large element of luck often 
and usually enters. into the race 
_ for the Derby. One might own 
"what appears tobe a ten-to-one 
on chance, and yet the honour 
might slip through no real failure 
on the part of the horse: The 
course lends itself to unfortunate 
Bappenings, and almost everyone 
‘is aware that the turn in the 
pone straight, known ax Tatten- 
ham Corner, is a very dangerous 
ohe.’ For a horse to stand any 
« chance of winning, it is essential 
. that he shall be well placed at 
this.corner, otherwise he will be 
carried far out into the course 
-and every yard beyond the rails 
when turning into the straight 
. Means so much extra distance 
covered, ” 


LITTER ON THE COURSE. 


Apart from this there is the 
state of the course itself to be can- 
sidered. Now on an open course 
such as Epsom Downs and ‘to 
which the public has every right, 
there is always a certain amount 
of litter such as paper, orange 
peel, and odds znd ends cf all 
sorts, sometimes even including 
bottles.

‘The vast 
majority of that section “were 
disaffected towards British rule 
and were not over scrupulous in 
regard to the statements issued- 
Other..criticisms which came to 
us from America were of a totally 
different kind. To those in this 
country who were inclined to be 
a little irritated he would say 
‘that from some of the quarters 
from which came these criticisms 
of what the British had done had 
also come some of the stromgéat 
pro-British comments, They came 
from men who had” stood up for 
Britain in the past and -what she 
had done in the war, and, there- 
fore, there must always be a little 
discrimination in the way in 
.J which such ‘criticisms. were read. 
“I would beg you to treasure as 
‘you would ithe very spirit and’ 
object of your society,” he said, 
“the spirit of friendship co- 
operation, and complete harmony 
between the American’ and the 
British people. 
| He said he bad taken with him 
to ‘Washington a knowledge of 
human beings and human affairs. 
His life had been spent inthe 
university of the world. ‘When 
he left the judiciat atmosphere to 
‘become Ambassador. he was not 
entirely devoid of some ‘know- 
ledge of diplomacy, as he under- 
stood it-—-it was nothing less than 


.|a knowledge of human beings 
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and understanding of the powers 
which guided them to conclusions. 

During, the jwo and a half years 
he had spent in Anierica he had 
sean’ grow up a feeling of ap- 
preciation for the British that 
was dispelling thre old prejudices 
and suspicions. At the same 
time. he did not mean td say they. 
had got rid of all possible difficul- 
ties between England and Amer- 
ica. Before he wert to-America 
he was so.ignorant of that country 
that he almost blushed. His 
Knowledge was obtained partly 
from what‘he had read and partly 
from those he had met in this 
country; and when they saw the 
caricature of the Englishman-on 
the American stage—with the old 
Dundreary whiskers. the ere 
glass. the open. mouth, and the 
enormous checks—he wad inclin- 
ed to ask whether there was not 
something of the same kind of 
feeling about Americans over
